PERU AND CHILI,

A Lima Gentleman's Account
of Their Relations,

Horribla Cruelties Committed by
the Chilenn Soldiary.
San Franol eo Chromicie, 1y |

Among the passenaers who arrived
by the steamer South Carohing, on
Tueaday was Sever Don Guillermn
W, Swayne of Lima, 'ern, the owner
of lorge sugar estates in that country
Having held the commesion of n
Heutenant-colonel in the FPeravian
urmy duoring the late war with Chili,
an interview with him was songht by
a Chronicle reporter yestorday, to
whom ho aaid

“You have doubtless heard about
tho disputes botween Genoral Hurl
but and General Kilpatrick, the United
States Mimsters to Peru and Chili,
The conduct of General Kilpatrick has
eaused much cominent in Peru.  The
facts of the case briefly stutod aro as
follows: Patrick Lynch, the Goneral
commanding the Chilean army of oo:
cupation at Lima, issued a proclama-
tion setting torth the terms of peace,
The document specified that. in addi-
tion to the money indemnity tobe
puid by Peru, Chuh intended to take
and hold for ever the Peruvinn provinee
of Tarapaea.  This provinee s the seat
of almost inexhaustible niter beds,
the value of which cannot be estimat-
ed.

DIFLOMATS AT LOGGERHEAD,

Garein  Calderun, the [Peruvisu
President, refused to aceept, In mak-
ing this rvefusal he was advired by
Minister Hurlbut, who furthermore
told him that he was not in any event
to ronounce his oflice, or give up the
governing power. General Hurlbut,
ina note to General Patrick Lynch,
stated that the termsof peace proposed
by Chili were not satisfactory to the
United States Government; and that
his instructions were to protest against
them. General Lynch replied that
Minister Kilpatrick had written anote
to him saying that he Hurlbut had no
right to meddle with his actions, and
that no such instructions had over
been sent from Washington to him,
and that hie (Lyneh) refused to recog-
nize General Hurlbut's nterference
in tho matter. 1o this note (Genoeral
Hurlbut answered that Mimster Kil-
patrick had no knowledgo of his in-
structions and reiterated lins protes:s,
At the date of the lotter purporting
to have been written by Minister Kil-
putrick, it is known he was seriously
il and unable to write.  The suppos-
tion is that the letter was written by
Mrs. KYlpatrick, who is u Chilean by
birth. and is known te exerciso con-
siderable influence in her native land,
Kilpatrick has, sinee oceupying the
position of United Stutes Minister to
Chili, exhibited cousiderable animus
townrds the Peruvinns,”

So matters remiined up to the time
of Senor Swayno's departure from Li-
ma. A dispatch to the Chronicle of
November 23d says that President
Calderon and the Peruvian Secretary
of Foreign Aflairs had been arrested
by Lyneh and sent to Chili.

Senor Swayne, continuing, said:
*“When the English, Fronch and 1tal.
ian admirals wereat Callao they wished
to intervene between the combatants,
but United States Minister Christinncy
objected, stating that it was the prov-
ince of the United Statas to act as
mediator in any trouble that arose on
the American continent,”

FIENDISIT ATROCITY,

Senor Swayne then described the
cruelties practiced by the Chileans,
outraging women, murdering children
and aged people, and stealing and rob-
bing everywhere. The officers ran-
sacked the house of Senor Swayne,
and appropriated his wines and pro-
visions, althoogh he was under the
protection of the British flag. Hav-
ing oceasion Lo visit a Chilean man-of-
war to protest against the massacre of
1300 Chinamen by the troops, he was
asked to breakfust, but the meal was
entirely composed of provisions and
wine stolen from his residence. The
line of march of the Chilean army was
marked, he said, by burned houses,
roadways were strewn with the dead
bodies of negroes, Chinamen and Pe-
ruvians, When the women resisted
the embraces of the rudesoldiery, they
were ruthlessly murdered. The Chil-
ean army consists of 19,000 soldiers
at Lima and the coast ports and 3000
at Oroya, on the line of the railroad,
to repel the attacks of General Caceres
who has & body of Peruvian cavalry
that carries on a guerilla warfare with
them.

*The Chilean soldiers are brave
men," he continued, *‘but our defeats
nre to bo attributed to bad general-
ship, I helicve that Chile wishes 1o
annex all Peru, although Santa Maria
their President, says that he is in favor
of peace, Trade, howover, is slightly
improving, but we have to pay taxes
to both the Peruvian  Government
and our Chilean conquerors, who hold
all the ports.  The guano islundas at
Lobos are also in the hands of the
Chileans. "

Speaking of sugar praduction, Senop
Swayne suid that weras it not for the
ceaveying monopily lield by the British
steamers and the Pacitic Mail Compa-
uy, Peri could supply Californin with
guear of o quulity eqnal 10 the best
West Indisn product and at viery low
ritey,  The object of Senor Swayne's
visib to Californin is to purchase ma-
chinery for sinking artesian wells on
lis prururly in Peru and to visit our
principle manufuctories. The silver
mines of Aricacho are being worked
and yield large returos, The Chiloans
seized 81,500,000 in bar silver at Sero
de Pasco, which was divided by the
gecerals among themselves. The value
of u silver Peruvian dollar (02 cents)
is 16 in  paper currency. Living
is potting cheaper, and s soon us
the terms of peace are settled there s
no doubt that Peru will regoin its
former prosperity.

The Most Wonderful Rifle Shoot-
ing on Keoord.

Prince Otto, the boy chief of the
Nuz Perces Tndians, the profege of
Capt. MeDonald, and, without ex-
coption, the most wonderful rifle shot
in the world, gave an exhilition of
rifle shooting at Platt's hally last wook,
that was far superior to the best work
ever done by Carver ov Dr, Ruth, The
audience was eclect, and ineluded gev-
etal English, French, Russian and
Ttalian oflicera, and every one presont
was sntisfied at the close of the exhi-
bition that they had witnessed {he
most wonderful feats ever performed
with o ritle.  After going throngh a
manuel of arme that “‘tllil(%]lli?,?.lu the
oldest military general in the union,
Otto commenced shooting. A framo-
work was built upon the stage, within
which were a number of swmnging
¢lans balls, I'smn the rear vlankment
wns suspended the figure of & man,
lifo size. A five cent piece was placed
upon the head of this figure, Otta’s
back being to the ebject, the word
“*about” was given, and the coin was
pierced through the center, He then
put down his rifle gix feet from where
he stood, turned a somersault, caught
his rifle again, fired, andcut thestring
of the suspended figure at which he
had previously fired.
